MEMOIR OF THE LATE 


GEORGE 
SIMPSON. 
In the death of GEORGE SIMPSON, 


Esquire, the Cashier of the late Bank of the 
United States, his family and friends have suf- 
fered an afflicting bereavement, in which the 
public sympathy has largely participated. The 
pen of friendship has thus long been withhel! 
from delineating his worth, from a sincere 
respect to those opinions of modesty and un 
oebtrusiveness that the subject of these brief re- 
marks was known to possess. But though he 
abstained from claiming for himself that dis- 
tinction to which his virtues and genius enti- 
ded him, while living, we may now, with pro- 
priety, venture to place his character in its 
true light, when we can no longer do violence 
to that sensibility which is so often the con- 
gomitant of extraordinary endowments. 

Of the impropriety of posthumous adula- 
tion, as well as the abuse of newspaper pane- 
gyrics on the dead, no one entertains a more 
decided aversion than the writer of this article. 
It cannet, however, be maintained, that, be- 
cause truth is sometimes perverted, and cha- 
racters misrepresented, in order to gratify the 
vanity or assuage the grief, of surviving 
friends, that the tribute of praise due to de- 
parted virtue should be stifled and suppress- 
ed, and a noble example of benevolence and 
rectitude should be permitted to sink in si- 
lence to the towb. The good man is em- 
phatically the property of society. He is a 
living and practrcal lesson of the beauty and 
happiness of that moral purity, which it is the 
solewn duty of every one to illustrate in his 
own life, and to tuculcate on his posterity, as 
well as recommend to his neighbor. 

Grorce Simeson has long been before the 
public, in one of the most arduous and re- 
sponsible stations to which a private individu- 
al can be calied. When we speak of his ta- 
lents, therefore, as well as of his unspotted 
integrity, his close application to business, and 
bis uniform affubility and desire to please, we 
only repeat what every one, acquamted with 
him, will confirm, by their own observation. 
To an understanding highly endowed, he add 
ded the riches: fruits of a classical education, 
and a polished and correct taste in the belles- 
lettres. His attention to the duties of his ol- 
fice was sedulous and unremitted, in an ex- 
traordinary degree; and it is the opinion of 
those long famihar with his uncommon indus- 
try, that he literally sacrificed his life to his 
duties. 

As a financier, George Simpson had few 
equals. In the negotiation of the Pudlic 
louns, from the administration of Mr. Adams 
to that of Mr. Madison, he always manifested 
that clearness of conception, promptitude of 
ation, and power of calculation and arrange- 
mini, which could reduce the most intricate 
and complicated questions of finance to lucid 
systems and accurate order. The public ac- 
knowledgments, so frequently made of his 
services and talents, in this respect, at once 
atest his powers, and bear evidence to that 
innate philanthropy of his heart which could 
disarm the prejudices of party of all their re- 
sentment, and turn Opposition into praise. 
But he never took an active part in the politi- 
cal struggles of the times; for his domestic 
habits, combined with the sweetness of his 
disposition, and an anyelic goodness of heart, 
tamed with aversion from collisions and heart- 
burnings, to the enjoyments of benevolence 
and quiet. Amiable as he was in his temper, 
bowever, the virtues of the man far eclipsed 
the merit of a deportment always polite and 
Rentlemanly. No human being ever lived a 
Mere spotless life than George Simpson. Not 
ly as a husband, a neighbor, and a citizen, 
bitas a man, he was singularly affectionate, 
kind, and benevolent—rigidly just in ali his 
tansactions with others, he was too frequent- 
ky unjust to himself, neglecting to claim those 
Tights which the most illiberal would have 


been forward to grant him. His charity was 
always remarkable, but it was done by stealth, 
and his Jeft hand knew not the actions of his 
right. Possessing every oppoggmpity, and 
superior advantages, to engage in profitable 
speculations, he always abstained from them 
on firincifile. Bounteous aud liberal, he was al- 
ways disinterested anc obliging. His friend- 
ships were select, but always ardent and sin- 
cere, and he bad no enemy unless it was the 
enemy of virtue. ‘Towards the unfortunate, 
in every station of lite, he was always drawn 
by a compassionate sympathyseThrough life 
always pious and devout—he made no parade 
of the forms of religion, and was equally as 
tolerant as he was sinccre in his christian im- 
pressions. Too modest to claim bis due, his 
ialents and merit always extoried esteem and 
praise, notwithstanding his unobtrusive meek- 
ness. A character so singulariy good and 
strikingly efficient, seldom cheers the heart of 
benevolence by its presence. To the vigour- 
ous intellect of manhouc, he united the sim- 
plicity and goodness of infantile virtue and 
purity. But, why dwell upon the recollection 
of virtues, which can no longer cheer by their 
mild effulgence! Yet, may we not cherish 
the remembrance in our hearts, and en¢dea- 
vour to imitate what we can never Cease to es- 
teem and admire? In the suddenness of his 
demise, his afflicted family received an eggra- 
vated shock, which time and pious resigna- 
tion can alone mitig’ « orheal, Buttie virtues 
of the deceased, wl ile .ey increase their sor- 
row for his death, also present a balm of con- 
solation, in the cev..imty of the high reward to 
which he is destined in a beticr and a higher 
world.

The public was disappointed on Thursday evening, by 
the indisposition of Mrs. Tainall, which prevented her 
performing the part of E\vira, that had been assigned to 
her, and which was, of necessity, resumed by Mrs. Wood. 
We still hope to wituess the display of Mrs. Tatnall’s 
powers, supported by tue superior acting of Mr. Cooper, 
or the very respectable exertions of Mr. Wallack. Hav- 
ing nothimg paruicular to observe as to the performance 
on Thursday evening, I will indulge in a few notices of 
what may be appropriately given as connected with the 
general economy ofthe Stage. 

I have hac frequent occasion to complain of the broad 
bonnets, profuse plumes, aud darkening veils of the la- 
dies ; who, in general, compose a considerable part of a 
Philadelphia audience. Fur caps, Chinchilla hats, curls, 
braids and combs, would be much more genteel and com- 
modious. 1 hope my female readers will regard this ad- 
monition, and, when they are about co dress for the play, 
employ the tiring-woman. to the exclusion of the plumist; 
so as uot to cloud the stage from the view of those in the 
rear, whose state of obuubilation is nota little vexatious. 

There is anotuer impropriety of the ladies, particu- 
larly those occupying the seeond row of boxes—the turn- 
ing their backs to the stage im the interstices of the per- 
formance, and between the play and the farce. Their 
persons would show, if that is their object, to much great- 
er advantage, by presenting their front to the opera glass, 
inasmuch as the breast isa more aliuring object, than its 
conve:se —A well bred female would not be more averse 
from turning her back tothe altar when in a Cathedral, 
than from taking the same liberty when at the Theatre.
